ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 11.—(/) 
The British Eighth Army threat- 
ening to turn the southern flank 
of Marshal Rommel’s Mareth line 
in Tunisia has inflicted “heavy 
casualties” on attacking Axis 
troops, and the fight is continuing 
amid the wreckage of many ene- 
my vehicles, a supplementary Al- 
lied communique said tonight.

no more successful than the 
smashes against General Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery’s forces last 
weekend when the Axis lost 52 
tanks. 

“In attacks on our forces near 
Ksar Rhilane heavy casualties 
were inflicted on the enemy and 
many vehicles were left burning,” 
the communique said. “The RAF 
gave very effective support during 
the day. Fighting continues.” 

Ksar Rhilane is 45 miles west 
of Foum Tatahouine, and the Axis 
attack came after the British had 
pushed along a caravan trail 
which winds northwestward to Ke- 
bili, Axis base on the eastern side 
of the salt lake, Chott Djerid. 

Although the battle was con- 
tinuing, it was believed to be a 
small one, coinciding in charac- 
ter with the thrust by Colonel 
General purgen von Arnim’s forces 
in northern Tunisia at Sedjenane. 
That attack also was repulsed by 
Allied troops 

The German commanders appar- 
ently were trying to check an

Point allowances are expected to 
be large enough to permit pur- 
chase of two pounds of meat a 
week plus some of all the other 
foods.

Nazi Assault Waves 


Broken at Kharkov 


NDON, Friday, March 12.—(4)—Outnumbered Russian troops 
killed 1,200 Germans and destroyed 36 tanks yesterday in the vio- 
lently unfolding third battle for Kharkov, but a midnight Moscow 
bulletin spoke ominously of an “unequal engagement,” and said “the 
Germans are bringing up more fresh reserves.” 


The German high command said¢ 


its counterattacking army—esti- 
mated by Moscow to number 375,- 
000 men in the Kharkov-Donets 
area—had reached the northern 
and western edges of the key 
Ukraine stronghold which the 
Nazis lost February 16. 

“West of Kharkov,” said the 
Moscow communique recorded by 
the Soviet monitor, “our troops 
repulsed violent attacks of the

OPA Rule Says Grocer Cannot 
Charge Points for Canned Milk 


Canned milk has come in for its share in the controversy. It is 
not rationed, but, because there has been a shortage of it, many 
grocers are practicing a sort of voluntary rationing system whereby 
they limit the number of cans a person may buy, though they, of 
course, cannot charge points for them. 

This limiting has taken various forms throughout the city. In 
one store you have to be a “regular customer” to get any canned 
milk at all. In another, you may only purchase 
three cans. An even more ingenious plan was 
devised by still another grocer: he sells canned 
milk only to persons who have a doctor’s cer- 
fificate stating they need it for a baby’s formula 
(this plan, with modifications, is used in Mayor 
LaGuardia’s New York city—but it is a city or- 
dinance, not an OPA regulation). 

All of which works no hardship on most 
péople. However, the Ration Counter receives 
several calls each day from indignant mothers 
who cannot get enough canned milk for their 
babies. “Can’t the government do something?” 
they ask. No, neither the OPA nor any other 
government agency can control the sales of any 
nonrationed food—there is no one who can 
force a grocer to sell a commodity when he 
doesn’t wish to, or, as is true in many cases where canned milk is 
concerned, doesn’t have it. 

OPA’s only suggestion to mothers in this predicament is simply 
to try another store—there are still many stores who have plenty 
of canned milk. 


Anyone Selling Processed Foods 
Must Register With OPA 


Miss Mary Cook, of Valdosta, Ga., asks: “Can the country ladies 
that sell produce on the city curb market continue to sell a few 
quarts of canned vegetables or fruits from their own homes. Our 
ladies (in Valdosta) have been bringing their canned foods, put 
up in bottles, to sell. They need to sell all they can and it helps 
them to sell a small amount each week from their own pantries.” 

Any person who sells processed foods, even in small amounts, 
must register with the OPA and must take the proper point stamps 
for their sales. As these persons who sell on the 
curb market can their own food, they are classed as 
processors and must register as such. The proper 
procedure is to apply to the local ration board for 
OPA form No. 1308, which should be filled out and 
mailed to Washington, D. C. (The necessary infor- 
mation as to what should be written on the form 
and where it should be sent can be supplied by the 
ration board.) After this form has been sent in, no further “red 
tape” is necessary, other than turning in the point stamps taken 
for sales, unless more than 10,000 pounds are sold. 


Person Needing Extra Juices 
May Apply to Ration Board 


“Please let me know if it will be okay for me to use a sheet 
of A, B and C stamps from Ration Book Two to send to my min- 
ister’s family,” writes Miss Maybelle Matthews, of Talbotton, Ga. 
“He is on a diet of canned fruit juices without fat meats, bread or 
sweets, and his wife said Sunday that she had about used up the 
stamps in her family’s books purchasing things for his diet.” 

Ration books are not transferable—i. e.. you may not give or 
. lend your ration book to anyone other than the person who buys 
the food that you eat. Miss Matthews, then, could not give her 
stamps to her minister’s family. However, if the minister will get 
a doctor’s certificate that he needs an excess amount of canned 
fruit juice for his health, his ration board will issue him a pur- 
chasing certificate for whatever amount of fruit juice is necessary. 


Teletype From Washington 
Discusses Things To Come. 


With all the confusion resulting from OPA’s withdrawing their 
spotters and leaving enforcement of the pleasure driving ban to the 
honor system, the question arises, “What next?” 

The shape of things to come was seen by close observers last 
week in a teletype from Washington: 

“If the new OPA boss continues to follow his avowed course, 
the next few months should promise at least four major changes 
in the price and rationing setup. 

“ * al boards will probably be given more power to make 
decisions without referring to Washington. 

“2. Enforcement of most price and rationing orders, almost 
certainly, will be placed on the ‘honor’ basis. 

“3. OPA personnel probably will be reduced materially and 
every effort will be made to confine rationing and price-fixing to 
a small list of key commodities. 

“4. A much greater effort will be made to give the public com- 
plete information on reasons behind price and rationing orders, with 
the idea that enforcement of such orders will be simple if con- 
sumers understand the need and reasons.”

Congressmen 
Silent on New 
Security P lan 


Legislators Display No 
Interest on Shift in 
Postwar Economy. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—() | 


The National Planning Board's 
momentous program for revamp- 
ing the national economy after the 
war and giving greater social se- 
curit to all got the silent treat- 
ment from congress today. For 
the most part, the legislators sim- 
ply displayed no interest. 

One of the few to comment was 
Senator Wagner, Democrat, New 
York, author of the national labor 
relations act, who told reporters 
he was in general agreement with 
the welfare, employment and se- 
curity recommendations of the re- 
port. 

“One of the fundamental is- 
sues,” he said, “will be how to dis- 
pose of many billions of dollars 
worth of government-owned 
plants. It would be folly to put 
them on the auction block without 
any thought to their use in pro- 
iding jobs in a healthy economy 
for our boys in uniform, their fam- 
ilies at home, and other war work- 
ers, when peacetime readjustment 
comes.” 

On the house floor, Representa- 
tive Rankin, Democrat, Mississip- 
pi, declared the recommendations 
“on the whole constitute the most 
fantastic conglomeration of bu- 
reaucratic stupidity that was ever 
sent to the congress of the United 
States.” 

The senate already has received 
a proposal frum Senator George, 
Democrat, Georgia, to establish a 
special nine-member committee to 
help congress frame-its own post- 
war program, and there were re- 
ports that leaders had given clear- 
ance to this idea. 

George said his view was that 
federal participation in postwar 
rehabilitation should be held to a 
minimum. By contrast, the plan- 
ning board suggested joint govern- 
ment-private partnership in many 
enterprises and a share for labor 
in business management.

1. The Germans have . been 
forced, in an attempt to combat 
the devastating effect of these 
manifold raids, to keep twice as 
many fighter planes in the west 
as on the Russian front. 

German Losses Heavy. 

2. More than 1'C per cent of the 
planes thrown by Germany in 
weak reprisals against this coun- 
try have been shot down in the 
past three months—a rate of loss 
'generally considered prohibitive to 
‘the attacker. 

3. An eventual 24-hour air cover 
for Allied North Atlantic shipping 
has been made _  possible—with 
helicopters to be used by the Brit- 
ish over shipping convoys, it was 
disclosed by one of Sinclair’s aides 
—as are special tank-buster and 
fighter-bomber squadrons so that 
when the invasion of Europe 
comes “the whole resources of the 
RAF will be united with those of 
the .rmy.” 

Already, Sinclair added, “new 
weapons and many. strange con- 
trivances” are being used by A\l- 
lied planes to drive submarines off 
the Allied shipping lanes.

Standley Talk 
Is Reported to 
Russian People 


Papers Carry Dispatch 
as News; No Editorial 
Comment. ” 


MOSCOW, March 11.—(4)—The 
Russian people were informed last 
night and today that Admiral Wil- 
liam H. Standley, the American 
ambassador, had expressed the 
Opinion they were not getting the 
full story of United States aid to 
the Soviet Union in its war against 
Germany. 

Tass, official news agency, in a 
dispatch from New York, dated 
March 9, the day after the 1d- 
miral’s press conference statement, 
told the story in this way: 

“According to the Moscow corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, 
the United States ambassador to 
Moscow, Mr. Standley, made a 
statement to American currespond- 
ents announcing that, as he pre- 
sumes, the information is not 
given to the Russian people on 
American aid to Russia.” 

The dispatch also quoted the an- 
nouncement of Undersecretary of 
State Sumner Welles that. the 
State Department had not been 
consulted by the ambassador prior 
to his statement and said, “Wash- 
ington regards the Welles state- 
ment as a condemnation of Stand- 
ley’s position.” 

The dispatch was broadcast 1n | 
the Russian home radio in evening 
and morning schedules and was 
then carried in all papers on the 
back page with their other foreign 
news. 

There was no editorial comment, 
however, and the Kremlin re- 
mained silent |

Closed Roads 


U. S. Offers To Settle 
for 95-Mile Stretches 
at Hinesville. 


The War Department will meet 
Georgia’s request for $700,000 as 
recompense for 95 mules of state 
highways closed in the Camp 
Stewart area with an offer of set- 
itlement within one week, Ryburn 
'G. Clay, executive officer of the 
Georgia Highway Department, 
said last night at Washington, the 
Associated Press reported. 

Clay said the state was asking 
the War Department to pay the 
cost of the highways which were 
closed when the Army acquired 
large tracts of land in the vicinity 
of Hinesville, ra., for an anti- 
aircraft base. 

If the offer of settlement does 
not meet with the state’s approval, 
Clay added, suit will be instituted 
in the federal district court at 
Savannah, to cover all of the state 
highway roeds involved in the 
Camp Stewart area. 

It was agreed also by the Army, 
Clay said, that should the litiga- 
tion be necessary the case would 
be tried within six weeks to 60 
days. 

Clay was accompanied by J. M. 
C. Townsend, an assistant state at- 
torney general representing the 
Georgia Highway Department.

Russian troops were reported of- 
ficially within 15 miles of Vyaz- 
ma on the southeast, advancing up 
the railway from Kaluga. North of 
the exposed Nazi base other Rus- 
sian columns driving down from 
Syehevka captured dozens of ham- 
lets during the day, wiped out 
2,000 German troops, captured 14 
tanks, eight guns, 26 mortars, 42 
machineguns, 30,000 cartridges, 
and two ammunition dumps, and 
destroyed 14 artillery guns and 
other material. 

Seventy miles northwest of Vy- 
azma other Red army columns, 
striking down toward the Vyaz- 
ma-Smolensk railway in an effort 
to seal off the Vyazma garrison, 
captured 16 localities and killed 
600 enemy troops.

In the western Caucasus the 
Russians said that fighting around

Big Fight at Kharkov. 

But the great fight for Kharkov 
was a critical one for the Rus- 
sians. The Germans seized the 
industrial and communications hub 
for southern Russia during their 
original 1941 invasion and used it 
as a base in the crushing drive 
last summer to Stalingrad. 

Four months after the Russian 
counterdrive began at Stalingrad 
the Red army retook Kharkov, 
and hurriedly began converting it 
for expected Nazi counterattacks 
in the spring. 

In the last few weeks the Ger- 
mans, regrouped and reinforced, 
began a counterpush from their 
bases along the Dnieper river and 
recovered approximately 100 miles 
of lost ground to threaten Khar- 
kov itself. 

Observers saw a possibility that 
the Russians now might fight amid 
Kharkov’s ruins as they did at 
Stalingrad. Possession of the city 
is vital to future plans of both 
sides in the approaching spring.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—(4) 
President Roosevelt capped a cele- 
bration of lend-lease’s second an- 
niversary today by signing into 
law a bill extending its life for one 
year.

President Wallace, Mr. Roosevelt 
told the gathering: 

“As we strike again and again, 
lend-lease and reciprocal aid will 
contribute increasingly to the in- 
evitable defeat of the Axis. 

“And this. mutual aid has be- 
come more than a joint weapon of 
war. In the smoke of battle, lend- 
lease is helping to force the unity 
that will be required to make a 
just and lasting peace.” 

Lord Halifax, the British ambas- 
scdor, in similar vein said lend- 
lease is an idea which may serve 
as the basis for post-war co-opera- 
Its value in 
the war, he said, was written “in 
the dramatic victories of the 8th 
Army,” “the seapower which 
guards the convoys,” “the great 
air raids shattering the industrial 
centers and ports of Germany.” 


Dr. Soong Speaks. 

Dr. T. V. Soong, Chinese minis- 
ter, also praised lend-lease, but 
said, “I would be less than frank 
if I say that China is satisfied 
with the amount of aid she has re- 
ceived.” 

Stettinius reported that Russia

Grim Year Ahead 


The Truman committee of the United States 
senate this week warned the peopie of the 
United States to expeci -ne coming year to 
be the “toughest and grimmest,” they have 
ever known. ’ 

“It is going to be a bloody spring and sum- 
mer,” says another comment from Washing- 
ton, “to judge from Anglo-American prepara- 
tions for the care of casualties. What else 
could be expected if 1943 is to be the victory 
year?” 

Furthermore, indications mount of early 
coming of a great and costly battle in Tunisia. 
Military observers, here and in England, believe 
the Axis forces will be wiped out, there, within 
the next couple of months. But it would be 
foolish to expéct to write “finis” to the African 
campaign without a desperate, all-out battle 
before the end. Rommel and his German divi- 
sions are not the kind to surrender easily. 

On top of all these ominous warnings is 
the growing belief that the long-awaited inva- 
sion of Europe from Britain will not be much 
longer delayed. When and where that will 
occur must, of course, remain a military 


Secret. But hints have crept by the censorship

front in Western Europe very soon. 

These warnings, from Washington and else- 
where, are not given with any intent to ¢reate 
pessimism or cause unnecessary worry among 
the folks here at home. Rather they are intend- 
ed as hints for the stiffening of backbones, 
for the uplifs of the national chin, for a 
strengthening of the resolve to fight through 
to victory regardless of the cost. 

That cost will be heavy, in money, in mate- 
rial and in lives. There will be, inevitably, long 
casualty lists for all of us to scan with anxiety 
each day. The year ahead will be the test of 
the stamina of the Americar people and their 
will to victory. 

We should be prepared, we should be ready 
to hear the worst, together with the good 
news. For, if we are prepared now, the shock 
will be lighter when it coines, we shall better 
be able to roll with the punch and drive back 
with harder punches against the common foe. 

It will be a grim year.

The fact the German :ninister of munitions 
has called an urgent conference of Germany’s 
leading economic experts to discuss means of 
matching the flood of war materials being 
turned out by the arsenals of the United States 
is highly significant. It indicates all is far from 
well within the Third Reich. The plunderers 
who rule the roost in that unhappy land know 
their days are numbered, that the day of 
reckoning is at hand. 

According to reports, the great quantitiegét 
American and British war materials reaching 
the fighting fronts—in spite of the German 
U-boats—have shocked the Nazis into a series 
of urgent measures aimed at SuStaining their 
economic pace. But what of this pace? It is, 
after all, slow in comparison with the strides 
being made by America and Britain and the 
other free peoples of the United Nations.

In the past two months, say theSe reliable 
sources, the decline in German production has 
been accelerated.

Are they so 
stupid as to believe the French and the Czechs 
and the Poles will work at fever pitch to turn 
out materiel] to kill their own people? Yet it

We are 
using the islands chiefly as air bases. A hundred years from now 
we will have made such strides in air transportation that the islands 
will be entirely obsolete as military bases.

WILL BE OUTDATED Measured by the progress we are 


making in air navigation, these 
bases, which now may be vitally important to our scheme of de- 
fense, will soon be outdated as some of the old forts we used a 
hundred years ago. 

Long before our present lease with the British expires the bases 
will be about as useless for defense purposes as the old muzzle- 
loading guns which our soldiers fought with during the Revolu- 
tionary War. It doesn’t make sense any other way. Scientific 
= in the art of flying, still in its infancy, will see

_By the way we are now going, it is doubtful that the islands 
will have any value as air transportation stepping-stones even after 
the war. The new planes we are now building are being flown 
across the Atlantic and Pacific daily. We have developed an air 
transportation system under the stimulus of military needs that is 
greater than the combined operations of all the commercial! air lines 
of the world before the war.

There is a wise and ancient story about a man who planned to 
move into a new neighborhood but first took the precaution of 
asking a native what kind of neighbors he would have.

The point of the story is not only that we find what we look 
for, which 1s true enough, but also that each person discovers in 
others the qualities he is able to inspire and to deserve. 

One of the famous philosophers and teachers of ancient Greece, 
asked why he showed so little interest in teaching certain pupils, 
answered that sheep didn’t get excited about pasturage until they 
saw good grass. He couldn’t do his best as a teacher unless he had 
pupils smart enough to learn. In the words of a greater teacher 
who was yet to appear, he wouldn't cast pearls before swine. 

The best of orators seems to falter if he is talking against the 
crowd, while a less gifted speaker, knowing the crowd is with him, 
pours forth eloquence like one inspired. 

In my youth I visited a celebrity who was famous as philosopher, 
wit and conversationalist.

SAM DAVIS. 

Miss Margaret Moore, Route 1, 
Box 40, Halcyondale, writes: “I 
have to prepare a paper here in 
our school on 
Sam Davis, and 
I can’t find any- 
thing about him. 

Will you please 
write something 
in your column 
about Sam Da- 
vis? Please do 
so right away.” 

All right, Miss 
Margaret. 

Sam Davis 
was born Oc- 
tober 6, 1842, 
near Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., and 
was educated at 
Western Mi1l1i- 
tary Institute, Nashville, ‘Tenn. 
Early in the Civil War he joined 
the Confederate army, Company I, 
First Tennessee Regiment, and in 


Scouts, Cheatham’s Division. 

In November, 1863, he was sent 
by General Braxton Bragg on a 
perilous mission of penetrating, in 
disguise, the federal lines in mid- 
dle Tennessee and obtaining ac- 
curate information of the fortifi- 
cation, numbers and movements of 
the Union troops. This he obtain- 
ed, much of it from a young Union 
officer with whom he became 
friendly, closely connected with 
General G. M. Dodge’s headquar- 
lers. 

Young Davis, in trying to escape 
through the lines, was captured, 
and the _ incriminating papers 
found tacked under his saddle and 
in his boots. Among them were 
complete maps of the fortifica- 
tions, possessed only by General 
Dodge himself and, evidentaly, 
taken from his files. 

General Dodge endeavored to 
get Sam Davis to tell him the 
name of the traitor in his own 
camp. He told Davis that unless 
he told him he would be court- 
martialed and hanged. Sam Davis 
replied: ““You are doing your duty, 
General Dodge, and I am doing 
mine, and I will die before 1 will 
tell.” 

He was court-martialed and con- 
demned to die, but General Dodge, 
admiring his wonderful courage, 
sent one of his staff to Sam Davis 
after he was on the gallows and 
the rope around his neck and of- 
fered him his horse, his sidearms 
and a free pass to General Bragg’s 
headquarters, if he would tell. Da- 
vis’ reply is immortal: 

“If I had a thousand lives to 
give I would lose them all before 
I would betray my friends or the 
confidence of my informer.” 

He turned to the men who were 
adjusting the rope, and said: “I am 
ready. Do your duty, men.” And 
they hanged Sam Davis at Pulaski, 
Tenn., November 27, 1863, where 
a large monument is erected in his 
memory. 

When you visit the Tennessee 
state capitol grounds in Nashville, 
you will see the statue of Sam Da- 
vis—The Boy Hero. General Dodge 
is said to have contributed lib- 
erally to the erection of the statute. 

John Trotwood Moore, in his 
beautiful tribute to Sam Davis, 
quotes these wards: “Greater love 
hath no man than this, that a man 
lay down his life for a friend,” 
(John 15:13).

WLB Shortens: 


Procedure in 
Wage Actions 


Corrections Authorized 
in Substandard Sal- 
ary Cases. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—() 
The War Labor Board: adopted to- 
day a short-cut procedure for re- 
gional boards to speed up action 
“on the wage applications of small 
employers, and for the first time 
authorized increases to correct 
“substandard” wages. 

Principal feature of the short- 
ened procedure is the elimination 
of an extensive statistical survey 


and analysis of each application. 
In many cases, applications may | 
be summarily approved on the, 
basis of the essential information | 
in the application forms. 

While authorizing the 12 region 
al boards to determine what con- 
stitute substandard wage or salary 


rates, the board said that .mean- 
while the adjustment of wage or 
salary rates up to 50 cents an hour 
or $20 a week may be handled by 
the shortened procedure. 

The regional boards are not to 
consider these figures as in any 
way limiting their discretion to 
determine the minimum for their | 
regions at a point above or below 
those figures.

Il am writing this after many 
days at sea and at the end of an 
afternoon in which we have had 
three alerts, with decks cleared 
for action and Army and Navy 
gunners at action stations. 

Yet I can honestly write that 
this has been a pleasant, happy 
day, like those which have gone 
before. Even though these are the 
first real alerts we have had in 
the long journey, the cay has been 
full of gaiety, laughter and music. 

At the mement, our transport 
steams calmly along, filled with 
young voices blended in a rollick- 
ing rendition of “Smiles.” The 
previous song | was “Onward Chris- 
tian Soldiers.” 

Like Peacetime Cruise. 


At the end of their corridor on 
B deck, the “WAACS” have set 
up a small, portable hand organ. 
Auxiliary Dorothy N. Godley, of 
Fort Worth, Texas, is at the con- 
sole. Margaret Miller, of Cleve- 
land, is playing her harmonica and 
girls, soldiers and sailors are 
crowded around, singing as happi- 
ly as if they were carefree young 
men and women on a peacetime 
cruise. 

You can close your eyes and mo- 
mentarily imagine that it is a 
cruise. But when you open your 
eyes, you will see no young girls 
in pretty evening clothes, or men 
in white mess jackets or dinner 
coats. 

The girls are in the olive drab 
“oot suits” or cover-alls in which 
they will sleep tonight, in case of 
another alert. The men are el- 
ther in khaki or navy blue work 
outfits. If the alert should sound 
now, there would be no panic or 
hysteria, just as there was none 
this afternoon. 

The “WAACS” would file quiet- 
ly into their quarters, and many 
of the boys, now so happily sing- 
ing “In the Good Old Summer 
Time,” would go with all the speed 
possible to their action stations. 

Action Automatic.

Unless Army and Navy officials 
allow cadets stationed at various 
‘universities for special training to 
‘compete in athietics, football and

The Tech mentor, announcing 
spring grid drills at The Flats 
would be discontinued today after 
a three-week run, said it would be 
almost impossible for universities 
to compete with service teams this 
fall unless cadets are allowed to 
play for the colleges. 

Unofficial information now is 
that the Navy will allow its cadets 
to compete but the Army will not. 


“The effects from such a ruling 
as this will be keenly felt at 
schools where only Army units are 
installed,” Alexander said. “Those 
schools will be playing 16 and 17 
year-old boys, and common sense 
tells us these kids can’t compete 
with teams produced at the Army 
camps.”

to play, football will be hurt,” 
Coach Alex said. “If they aren't 
allowed to compete, then the game 
will be very badly crippled.” 

Colleges throughout the nation 
are being encouraged to schedule 
football games this fall with serv- 
ice teams, in order that morale of 
soldiers and sailors can be main- 
tained.

Coach Alex said football candi- 
dates would be called out again 
in the summer for more training. 

The Tech head man said he had 
not been able to attend practice 
sessions at all this week, because 
of activities connected with the 
Army and Navy program, but that 
he assumed Coach Bobby Dodd 
would wind up the drills with a 
scrimmage. 

Tech accomplished very little 
during the three-weeks’ work. Un- 
certainty of war brought this on. 
No one knows which boys will be 
back next fall, but Tech intends 
to have a team just as long as 11 
men are on hand.

Citrus Fruit 
Variations 


Gone are the days when you opened a can of tomato or any pre- 
pared fruit juice for breakfast. These now cost heavily in points as 
well as money, and it’s the points we do not have. Until summer 
fruits come in we'll get along on the citrus fruits, oranges and grape- 
fruit, mostly, which, fortunately, are quite abundant and good. To 
avoid monotony you'll just have to vary the way you serve these fruits, 
and here are suggestions for variations: 

1. Grapefruit on the half shell. 

2. Grapefruit juice. 

3. Grapefruit and orange juice, mixed. 

4. Sliced oranges. 

5. Orange juice. 

6. Grapefruit segments and sliced oranges served on a small 
dessert plate. 

7. A fruit cup made of orange segments, grapefruit segments 
with a small amount of finely diced apple, added. 

8. Broiled grapefruit: Sprinkle halves of grapefruit lightly with 
syrup or brown sugar and run under broiler flame just long enoug 
to warm it. 

9. Sherried grapefruit: Loosen segments of grapefruit halves with 
a sharp knife, add 1 teaspoon sherry or any dry wine to each and 
let stand at room temperature a few minutes before serving. 

10. Orange Ginger Ale Cup: 2 cups chilled orange segments; 2 
tablespoons lemon juice, 2 tablespoons sugar. Just before serving 
pour chilled ginger ale over the fruit. 

Don’t forget that very lightly sweetened lemonade makes a good 
breakfast drink, and healthful, too. And a mixture of grapefruit, 
orange and lemon juices, sweetened a little, if liked, and well chilled 
makes a zestful unrationed drink. 

Citrus fruits have to pinch hit, too, for the rationed canned fruits 
we use so much in-salads. Oranges combine with apples, celery and

| Sauces Add Zest 


To Rationed Meals 


French women, for generations‘ 


recognized as extremely proficient 
in the art of making a meal out of 
nothing, mastered this art mainly 
with the soup pot and sauces. The 
soup pot, as someone expressed 
it, “simmers perpetually on the 
French stove,” and they have a 
sauce for everything. Cheap cuts 
of meat, dry fish, bland veccta- 
bles, all can be lifted from the 
ordinary into astonishingly fine 
dishes by benefit of the right kind 
of sauce. I believe the principal 
lack in American cookery is a lack 
of imagination; when we think of 
a sare it is inevitably the white 
sauce, thick, medium or thin. But 
now that we’re faced with an ever- 


increasing limitation on what we 
can find, and know we must cook 
what we can get, it is quite pos- 
sible that we shall learn more 
about the use of sauces. 


I do not like dry fish any more 
than you do, but recently when I 
couldn’t find any meat in my 
neighborhood markets, i had fish 
filets for Sunday dinner. What 
to do with them to make them ap- 
petizing for company was a prob- 
lem I faced. I baked them in a 
bread - crumb ~ horseradish sauce. 
They were delicious, and my sol- 
dier friends, accustomed to steaks 
and roasts, didn’t seem to mind 
the meatless meal. Here’s the way 
to make this sauce, guaranteed to 
give zest to any dry fish: 


Bread-Crumb Horseradish 
Sauce 

1-2 cup melted butter or mar- 
garine 

1 cup fine bread crumbs 

4 to 5 tablespoons prepared 
horseradish 

1 cup milk 


Melt butter and in it brown the 
breadcrumbs. With the back of a 
spoon, smooth the browned crumbs 
tnto a paste. Then add slowly the 
milk, stirring to keep smooth. Add 
horseradish and mix. Add salt 
and pepper, if needed. Pour over 
fillets and ba!<:e 20 to 25 minutes 
in a moderately hot oven. 

A pickle dressing does wonders 
for plain head lettuce, and a 
sherry sauce turns baked apples 
or rice pudding into a dish fit for 
a king.

Beat with an egg beater 
to blend thoroughly. Just before 
serving stir in 1-3 cup sherry wine 
or flavoring. 

Mushroom Sauce for Meat Pat- 
ties: Buy 1-4 pound fresh mush- 


premnnss Peel the caps, scrape the 
stems and cut into small pieces. 
Melt 2 tablespoons meat drippings 
or margarine in a shallow sauce~- 
pan, add mushrooms, 1 teaspoon 
grated onion and 2 tablespoons 
finely cut celery, cover and sim- 
mer for 8 to 10 minutes without 
browning. Then stir in 3 table- 
spoons flour and when mixed add 
2 cups hot water in which is dis- 
solved 2 bouillon cubes, or use 
the hot water and brown color- 
ing to flavor and color. Stir con- 
stantly until thickened and boil- 
ing. Taste to be sure the season- 
ings are correct—some bouillon 
cubes are salty enough to require 
no extra salt, while others need 
a little. Serve the sauce with the 
broiled patties. 

Lemon-Butter Sauce for Broiled 
Fish: Melt 1-3 cup margarine or 
butter until it is just beginning 
to brown—be careful not to scorch 
it. Remove at once from the fire, 
add 2 tablespoons minced parsley 
and 1 to 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice, 1-2 teaspoon paprika and a 
ar of pepper.

Lemon Sauce for Boiled Fish:

Horseradish Sauce for Lettuce

mixed with 2 tablespoons grated 
horseradish and then toss in well 
seasoned French dressing. 

Serve this sauce with fish 
loaves, meat or meat-extender 
loaves:
